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REMINISCENCES OP AN OLD TIME 


METROPOLITAN MERCHANT. 


Stephen Whitney, the First Man to "Mix" 


Liquors—Be Was Once a Rival of John 
Jacob Astor and the Second Bloheit 
Man In America. 


[Special Correspondence.) ~ 


NEW YOBK, May 2L—In 1838 the richest 


man iu America was John Jacob A$tor, who 
was estimated to be worth at that time about 
$20,000,000 
Next to him in point of wealth 


wan Stephen Whitney, with a record of »10,- 
000,000. Today the name of the latter ia 
rarely mentioned save by the old merchants 
who in a gossipy mood may chance to recall 
their youthful experiaucea 


Whitney had been In the wholesale grocery 


business and kept a store not far from Brent 
street and Coenties slip In this city. In com- 
mon with others in the same line, be dealt in 
imported liquors, and it waa by his shrewd- 
ness in this trade that be lay the basis of bin 
handsome fortune. Our old citizens were in 
the habit of drinking only "the very best," 
but then, as now, there was a largeolora con- 
tent to be sociable on what they could get 
cheaply and ask no questions. Whitney con- 
ceived the Idea and ia said to have bean the 
first to put it to a practical test of mixing 
our native neutral spirits in equal parts with 
the imported brandies,gins, rums, eta, thus 
making a kind of 'arf and'art of which John 
Bull had never dreamed. His method was to 
hoist the casks of pure liquors to the second 
story of his store and mix the contents se- 
cretly. At that time no flavorings were used 
as is the case now, but inasmuch as the 
American spirits were colorless, enough burnt 
sugar was introduced to produce-the natural 
hue*' f the foreign article. 


Th».x process was continued until Mr. 


Whitn 7 had realized, it was currently be- 
lievt'd, a half a million of dollars before the 
other dealers "got the hang of if 
In the 


course of time, however, his clerks who had 
done the pumping branched out and carried 
on the business for themselves until the 
amalgamating of neutral spirits with im- 
ported liquors became, as it is today, an open 
secret to the entire trade, and v^w'ftiw deal- 
ers were deceived by It 


It is only Just to add that Mr. Whitney In- 


variably sold his concoctions for what they 
really were, mixed liquors, the article being 
too oheap to warrant much deception among 
the better classes, so that his customers were 
Dot defrauded. He always gave them a pure 
article when they preferred it The precise 
method of his combination he retained as his 
own secret 


Personally he was a very reticent man, 


although extremely refined. 
In dress he 


was a model of neatness, and in courtesy a 
type of a thorough bred gentleman. One of 
his friends recalls the fact to me, after a half 
a century has passed, that "he had a remark- 
ably small foot even for a man whose avoir- 
dupois was little inoie than a hundred and 
ten or fifteen pounds " 


Like Mr Astor, Whitney [early saw the 


advantage of owning real estate in New 
York, and invested his rapidly and easily 
earned money in lots and stores in the lower 
part of the city. He erected rows of build- 
lugs on Front and other streets in that 
neighborhood. He was an indefatigable 
worker and as close an economist as Russell 
Sage is reputed to be now; so close and par- 
ticular, in fact, that for several years there 
was a tacit understanding among the grocers 
that they would not hue his stores except in 
the direst necessity 
Many of the latter 


would consequently remain unoccupied for a 
long time 
Nevertheless, his wealth con- 


tinued to increase until he attorned the-posl- 
tlon above described as the second richest 
man in America. 


He retired from the grocery business some- 


where about 1832, and it is believed built the 
row of tall brick buildings fronting the 
Bowling Green, now occupied chiefly as offices 
by steamship companies. They were consid- 
ered much the finest dwellings in New York, 
especially the one in which he lived, situated 
on the corner diagonally opposite the great 
Washington building erected by Oyrus Meld. 
The front afforded a sweeping viow of Broad- 
way as far as the beud, while the side win- 
dows overlooked the Battery, New York Jbay 
and the Narrows, with no intervening rail- 
way structure to shut out the picture or mar 
the beautiful landscape. 


Here he lived, long after his wealthy neigh- 


bors had emigrated to Park place, Murray, 
Duona and Bond streets, and what was then 
Upper Broadway, and finally died in tha old 
house He attended church in the granite 
edifice situated on the corner of Barclay and 
Church sti eets, now owned by the Roman 
Catholics, and regularly every Sunday his 
venerable egg shaped carriage, with its Vene- 
tian blinds and long flight of steps, might be 
seen waiting for him at the front door—for 
many years In the latter port of his life the 
only carriage standing taere, the richer 
owners of other vehicles having betaken 
themselves to the fashionable churches 
"higher up " 


J Phillips Phoenix, a most estimable citi- 


zen and once mayor of New York, married a 
daughter of Mr Whitney, and resided in a 
modest twenty five foot front brick dwelling 
only a few doors from the finer mansion of 
his father in-law. The descendants of Mr. 
Whitney are generally in comfortable cir- 
cumstances, living well and modestly, 
none of them showing by their lives that 
they specially worship money or those who 
happen to possess overmuch of it 
The old 


residence of Mr. Phoenix remains entirely 
unchanged, but others in the some row have 
been perverted to all sorts of business uses, 
from the most dignified down to the retail 
lager slop shop. 


It Is due to the memory of the old mer- 


chant to odd that a mixture of domestic 
neutral spirits and foreign brandy, as made 
by him, constituted a very harmless beverage 
compared wit"h the stuff that is manufac- 
tured nowadays nud sold for the real 
article. The best quality of neutral spirits, 
according to the authoi ities on the subject, Is 
as ^ bolesome as any ether alcoholic liquor; 
but inasmuch us under our internal revenue 
Ian s it 18 subject to a tax of ninety cents per 
gallon, or some 400 per cent more than its 
cost of manufacture, drugs of the most 
hurtful kind mo used as substitutes, and de- 
coctions aie niado tlint not only intoxicate 
the brain but in a shoit time uudermine the 
health of those who di ink them 
These are 


the vile stuffs that are dispensed in at least 
three-quarters of the corner groceries and 
even rcputabln establishments. 
' 


My informant ui the* matters, himself an 


old merchant, claims that if the internal tax 
upou donie&tiu liquors was about SO per cent 
ad valorem, as upon most drugs, there would 
be no inducement to substitute the latter for 
the former, und those to whom alcoholic 
stimulants are a necessity would be able to 
procure a pure and wholesome native liquor 
for very much less than is at present paid.

Missouri, from the committee on Invalid 
pensions, yesterday 
submitted to the 


House a minority report against the bill 
reported recently with favorable recom- 
mendations, repealing the Arrearages of 
Pensions act. Mr. Walker shows from 
the last annual report of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions tbat the total sum paid 
for pensions up to June 30, last, was $883,- 
442,008, and that the sum appropriated for 
this year will make the aggregate over 
$•963,000,000 during the past twenty-five 
years. 


"The majority of the committee," says 


Mr. Walker, "m the face of these faota, 
gravely propose to add to the above the 
enormous sum of $385,581,300, the amount 
estimated by the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions. In the light of past experience 
with such estimates, all of which have 
fallen far below the actual amounts re- 
quired, it is my deliberate judgment that 
the passage of the bill will necessitate 
the expenditure ot at least flve hun- 
dred million 
dollars. 
The 
majority 


of the committee suggest that this would 
be a splendid method of dissipating the 
surplus millions in the treasury. I desire 
to make the further suggestion that the 
passage o£ the bill would not only accom- 
plish that purpose, but it would add sev* 
eral hundred million'* to the annual tax 
burden of a nation already weighed down 
under too much taxation. The facts and 
figures show conclusively that the Amer- 
ican people have not only been fair and

Brave, ready, keen, the perfect confidence he 
inspired and never betrayed was not less 
than the admiration be was sure to excite- 
that personal fascination which mode the 
correspondent*! of the London press write of 
the mod as "sitting his prancing white 
horse like a centaur," possessing "the courtly 
manner of a grandee of old Castile" and as 
"fulfilling every requirement for a hero of 
romance.' The fact that he is a genuine gen- 
tleman by nature and was such when he sup- 
ported his little family at Port McPherson 
by his meager earnings, and was a good bus- 
band and father when the contrary would 
hardly have b«ea nncensured, largely ex- 
plained his wonderful success. 


Professor Henry A. Ward, of Rochester, 


N. Y., the famous natural scientist, had as 
much to do with the development of that 
success as any one. Perhaps he gave the Im- 
pulse to the evolution. 


It waa hi January of 1872 that a grand buf- 


falo hunt Wai arranged for the Duke Alexis. 
Professor Ward was honored with an invita- 
tion, which) he received so late he did not 
reach the hunting grounds until the bunt 
was over. Not a bad thing for him, bow- 
ever, for be found horses and hunters in 
plenty for the scientific ends he had in view, 
and then he met Buffalo Bill for the first 
time, and the rifle of the expert hunter was 
at once engaged for an expedition in the in- 
terests of Word's Natural Science establish- 
ment. 


Professor Ward's estimate of William F. 


Cody has known no decrease from that time 
to this. It is the old story of enthusiastic 
admiration for Buffalo Bill Cody told him 
of his invitation to visit New York by the 
Union club and ithe Jeromes, and his reluc- 
tance to accept. Ward urged him to go—in- 
sisted upon it; Cody should go east in his 
company, which changed the view of ths 
Journey. Finally Cody decided to go, but 
Word must wait until Mrs. Cody could make 
a suit of clothing for the traveler. Mrs. 
Cody did her best and as speedily as possible, 
and, so arrayed, the hunter turned his 
face eastward, little thinking he would 
return as a scout of the plains DO more..

When he arrived in London with 
his Wild West show he must have hod some 
KIM) Influential friends there, Englishmen of 
wealth and position many ot them, who re- 
membered their faithful guide and hunter on 
the plains. They believed in him, and so 
could believe in his Wild West show, and 
were enthusiastic In giving it what we call 
"a good send off." It was hard for the Eng- 
lish public to believe that it was a private 
enterprise and not a national undertaking. 
When had England ever seen an "exhibi- 
tion" ready for opening on the day specified, 
complete In every essential detail J And 
when bad it witnessed anything like the 
transplanting of genuine Indians, cowboys, 
Meiiraii vacmeros, frontier girls and "buck 
jumpera" right into London itself I The fact 
that the genii Ine Arapahoes wore "tights" was 
not concealed.
